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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


January, 1950 
Members of The School Board and Citizens of Sullivan: 

After five months as your school superintendent, it is diffi- 
cult to point to any past achievements, for the time has been 
too short for these; and it is not wise to promise too much for 
the future; therefore I will mention mostly those things con- 
cerning school conditions at the present time. 

I feel that the community is fortunate, in this time of 
teacher shortages, in having two capable, well-trained and de- 
pendable teachers in charge of the schools. During the past 
year Mrs. Montrone completed the work for her college degree 
and also took a valuable extension course in the evening. 

We will shortly install a guidance program, modeled on 
that of Keene; where each child will have a folder with his pic- 
ture attached. This folder will contain information on marks, 
intelligence tests, aptitude tests, the health record, school activ- 
ities and family data. The folder will follow the pupil from 
grade one through eight and then on to high school, and will 
service aS an important device in making school more mean- 
ingful and helpful. 

The school union has recently purchased an audiometer 
for detecting hearing difficulties and this will be available to 
all pupils of the community. Action has also been taken to 
purchase The Massachusetts Visual Testing equipment so that 
faulty vision of various types can be determined. Special em- 
phasis is being placed upon visual education and the union will 
have at its disposal this year several film strips projectors and 
a complete library of film covering all subjects from grades 
one to eight. 

Sullivan was one of the few towns in the state which re- 
eeived a larger share of state school aid this year than last. At 
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the time the present budget was voted, the sum was not known 
and no steps were taken to set up a program to paint and repair 
our schools. Both need extensive work done on them and the 
town will be given the opportunity to vote funds for this work 
this year.

These figures show that 8.16% of all school time and money 
was lost due to this high absence rate. Pupils lost approxi- 
mately 3 years of classroom time, a serious loss indeed for their ° 
education. The town lost $768 paid out for education but lost 
through pupil absence. Studies show that less than 2% of 
absences are for a really justifiable cause. It is important for

the welfare of the child that he be in regular attendance. We 
do not want sick children in school but neither do we want well 
children at home. Only through the realization of this loss and > 
parental cooperation in preventing it, can we get our moneys 
worth from our educational budget. 


CONCLUSION 
I appreciate the help of the teachers, the school board, the 
parent-teacher association and others for their share in the 
effort being made to improve the schools of the community.

It can be achieved ONLY if 
YOU and YOU cooperate with them. It is worth St ate effort and can 
be accomplished by: 
(1) Being careful with fire in or near poled being 
particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 
(2) Securing the required written permit from the 
warden when the ground is not covered with snow. 
(3) Insisting that others be careful and pein with 
burning requirements, .
